{ This is the time of the year when 
‘every. farm: should make sure 
that the seed he intends sowing is 
of the best variely, that it is not 
mixed with inferior sorts, that it 
tis free from. noxious weeds, and 
that it will not only grow but grow 
vigorously. This he can easily do 
for himself or be can have it done 
for him with but little trouble to 
himself and no expanse. Thy Do- 
minion Government has establish- 
ed a sub station for testing seeds at 
Calgary. It'is under the manage- 
rent of Mr..H, Miller, who had 
four years experience in this kind 
of work at Ottawa. Mr. Miller’s 
testing apparatus ia complete in 
every way, and he gives to cach 
patron a full report of the results 
of his tests. He would urge all 
farmers to put two or three hun- 
dred grains of seed iu an envelope, 
address it to the Seed Tating Sta- 
tion, Calgary, pnt on xt two cent, 
stamp and mail without delay.

©“ Q.W, Cross, the Attorney-General, 
a fow days ogo explained the new act 
the Government. proposed passing es- 
tablicniig District Courts in Alberta, 
Tia stated that the Alberta Act made 
provision for the abolition of the Su- 
preme Court of ‘the Northwest Terri- 
tories and granted power to the Legis- 
Jature of Alberta to replace it by such 
a judicial system as they might franie 
in accord with the customs and usages 
of the older provinces and the empire. 

The Supreme Court of the Tervilor- 
ies which has done service up to the 
present time was orgonized to meet 
conditions as they existed years ago 
When the population was much smaller | 
and when the volume of litigation was 
not so great, Those ecnditions haye 
changed and ‘the new system must be 
orgnnized to accommodate. it mare 
larger population 

It was the special purpose of the 
District Courts Act to providea ju- 
dicial system that would decrease the 


ter of emall debt cases, and make 
justice more speedy and ‘satisfactory 
than was possible under the old sys 
tem.
